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a NORTH CAROLINA LADY 
A SUCCESS IN 


NEW YORK. 

Just twelve months ago, there ap- 
peared in the local columns of the DaiLy 
News a notice ot a remarkable work of 
art, executed by a young lady of Wash- 
ington, Beaufort county, in this State, 
and the article was extensively copied 
by the State press. 

We withheld the name of the young 
lady. at the time by request, but it has 
now found ite way into the New York 
papers in a manner which must be most 
gratifying to her friends in this State. 
The extract below, taken from the 

World will attest her merit. 

Some two years ago Miss Mollie Bell, 
of Washington, N. C., then about six- 
teen years of age, visited a cemetery and 
saw a sleeping infant in statuary on a 
tombstone. Struck with its beauty, she 
got some clay, and a knife and a spoon 
handle,and from memory alone, without 
model, made a life-size imitation which 
has been photographed and may now 


be seen in Watsou’s Gallery in this city. 
This photugraph was shown to us at 


the time the local notice appeared in 
the News, and it wasstatéed that a copy 
had been sent to Vinnie Ream, at 
Washington city, for her inspection and 


criticism. 

We have never heard what Miss 
Vinnie thought of it, but a 
North Carolinian who saw = Miss 


Bell’s little clay statue was so im- 
pressed with the extraordinary talent 
indicated, that he procured a place 
for her in Cooper’s Union, New York, 
where drawing and sculpture are taught. 
She has been in the Cooper Institute 
but four months, in a school of more 
than seven hundred, and although in 
competition with many who have been 
there one, two and three years, she ob- 
tained at the late examination the high- 
est certificate for progress, and together 
with two others, obtained the Trustees’ 
silver medal for artistic work. Consid- 
ering the fact that she had never before 
had any instructioa, and is still very 
young, this success must indicate the 
highest order of talent and gives promise 
of great distinction. 

It is gratifying to us to know that 
the Darty News was the first paper in 
the State to pay a tribute to the merit 
of this younz North Carolina artist, 
who has in four months won such dis- 
tinguished honors in New York. 


The following 1s the article in the 
World above referred to. It is headed, 
“'Woman’s Handiwork—Art Depart- 
ment Reception at Cooper Union :” 


“The fourteenth annual reception of 
the Cooper Union Woman’s Art Depart- 
ment was held last evening at the Cooper 
Union. The apartments ou the twu 
upper stories were brilliantly lizhted, 
festooned and draped with flags in every 
eonceivable way, and rendered particu- 
larly attractive by a fine display ot 
flowers and plants. Specimens of female 
handiwork in the several departments 
of mechanical, prospective, architectural 
and ornamental drawing, modelling in 
clay, engraving, photography, and oil 
painting, were tastefully arranged upon 
the wall of the reading-room, galleries, 
and in the alcove. Near the entrance, 
in a corner to the right, sat Peter 
Cooper, all the while radiant with smiles 
and conversing with his multitude of 
friends. Fully 8,000 persons attended 
the reception, which lasted from eight 
until eleven o’clock. Not many wells 
known New York personages were 
noticeable among the crowd, but they 
were for the most part, as Secretary 
Hewitt expressed it, “folks who work for 
‘a living, the most characteristic assem- 
blage to Le seen in the city on any oc- 
casion ;” among them, however, were 
most of the professors and trustees of 
the Union. 

In the prospective drawing alcove 
were the productions of Miss Hattie 
Newman, and the ornamental designs 
and human figures in crayon. Among 
the modelsin clay was one by F. R. 
Kaldenberg, a copy {rom an antique 
cast. On the right side of the main 
ball were the larger crayon and photo- 
graphic pictures; on the north end the 
collection of model casts and on the 
west side the oil paintings, of which 
one of Mr. Cooper, executed by Annie 
Troud, and another of a lady, by Vir- 
ginia Tucker, attracted the most atten- 
tion. All of the philosophical, cbhemi- 
cal, and architectural recitation rooms 
and laboratories on the upper floor were 
open for inspection and seemed thor- 
oughly supplied with apparatus and ac- 
commodations. Tbe original design of 
the girls’ department—to make teachers

National Academy last year and all took 
prizes. The photographic department 
is now complete. Of the forty in the 
finishing class thirty-eight are at present 
managing their own business and doing 
well.

THE HILL-BROWNLOW CON- 
TROVERSY. 


Gen. Hill, tbe “Uncom promising Unjon 
Editor of the Southern Home,” is out in a 
repiy to the indecent and scurrilous 
letter of the notorious Brownlow, in 
which that arch demagogue and rene- 
gade to the South is handled with 
gloves off.

“Bogus Charley” in the Modoc gang, 
who sung warsongs and danced the 
fire-dances, and—then betrayed his 
leader and bis kindred to their enemies. 
The pro-slayery renegade can scarcely 
fail to see the resemblance between the 
traitor-Indian and himself. 

The whole hie of this miserable 
creature has been asham andalie. A 
minister of the pure Gospel uf Christ,he 
has belched torth nothing but fa!sehood, 
blasphemy and = obscenity. For a 
quarter of a century, the self-elected 
champion of  humau bondage, 
he has been for twelve years traveling in 
loving sympathy with “the hell-bound 
party” of Abolitionists. The first to 
suggest a Southern Contederacy, he has 
been the fiercest persecutor of Cuonfeder- 
ates. Bragging of the terrible things 
he would do in war, he slunk intoa 
bombsproof on the strong side at the 
first whistle of balls. Preaching, wri- 
ting and lecturing for twenty-five years 
that the negro was a brute, fit only for 
bondage, he owes his present Senatorial 
honors to negro influence. Prating all 
his life about honesty, he voted for the 
back-salary steal and took his share of 
the stolen money. 

Recreant to every trust, faithless to 
every obligation, and faise to every pro- 
fession, the foul monster in his long ca- 
reer of wickedness has been true only to 
filth, to falsehood, to slander, to blasphe- 
my, to blackening character, to black- 
guardism, and to W. G. Brownlow.” 


This correspondence grew out of some 
reflections on the death of Gen. Canby, 
which appeared in the Southern Ilome, 
not at all creditable to that officer. 

When Gen, Canby’s death wis an- 
nounced we stated that his administra- 
tion, while military commander of the 
Carolinas, was not popular, but on the 
principle of de mortuis nil nisi bonum, 
we refrained from apy criticism at 
that time of Canby’s carecr. The 
tone of most of our State cotemporaries 
towards the dead’ General was of the 
game charitable tenor, but the people of 
the Carolinas and of Virginia did not 
feel much grief at his death, because 
they did not think he had treated them 
with either kindness, consideration or 
respect. We were pleased to see the 
considerateness with which the South- 
ern press generally noticed Canby’s 
death. The fact that the Svouthern Home 
used stronger terms than most of the 
others in its comments upon Canby’s 
career may be evidence that the tene of 
Gen. [Iill’s article is amenable to criti 
cism in theeyes of many. Yet all whose 
opinion he cares to retain will acknow!l- 
edge the justice of his rebuke to the

This, he alleged, 
was to shield the real robber; one 
Stewart, who, on account of his rela- 
tionsbip toa United States magnate and 
his devotion to the Republican party, 
was allowed to escape punishment and 
himseif to the territories. In 
view of these circumstances it might be 
Well to know precisely what reasons 
influenced the President in straining 
the quality of his mercy and exercising 
“personal prerogative” in case 
it Canman was guiity, why was he par- 
doned? If Canman was innoceat, why 
are not the guilty parties prosecuted ?

cattle upon 4 thousand hills; the for- 
ests bow down at his bidding, and the 
mountains give up their hidden stores 
of wealth. When he tires of one 
chateau or one country, he goes 
to another. Fortunately, he is one of 
these enlightened and intelligent men 
typified by the late Prince Albert, Mr. 
Mechi and others. He tries to produce 
the best of everything. He puts in prac- 
tice all the new discoveries of science 
that are applicable to agriculture, min- 
ing, metal working and forest husband- 
ry, and the results are carefully observed 
and recorded tor the benefit of the pub- 
lic. There are iu his pavilion, neatly 
and intelligently arranged, all the best 
products of the soil, the forests, the 
mines and the riversof his domauins. 
All kinds of fishes are preserved in 
alcohol. Just in the face of the entrance. 
is a bit of mountain side, with real 
treec, plants ani rocks, and stuffed 
animals and birds. 

A deer bounds through a thicket,a sly 
hare peeps from his covert, a fox scam-~ 
pers over the rocks, a badger peeps out 
of his hole, and in the trees and among 
the bushes are game birds of various 
species. Here ure heavy fleeces, spun 
yarns, silken cocoons and skeins, hops 
ana tobacco, grain and plants, great 
herbariums, oil cakes and glass jars of 
oil, beet and cane sugar, and syrup, a 
pyramid of beer kegs, tubs of grain of 
all sorts, with tacts about their yicld; 
glass jars of flour and meal—not only 
uf maize, barley and buckwheat, but 
many kinds unknown in the United 
States, like meal of acorns, chestnuts, 
peas, vetches—all used for food for 
man or beast, or both, and this is not 
halt to be seen here. 


PRINCE ADALBERT OF PrussIa.—- 
A telegram,dated in Carlsbad, Bohemia, 
announced on Saturday the occurrence 
of the death, in Carlsbad, of his Royal 
Highness Prince Adalbert of Prussia, 
cousin of His Imperial Majesty Emperor 
William of Germany. The Prince was 
in the 62d year of his age. He was 
born in Berlin on the 29th of October, 
in the year 1811. He entered the Prus- 
sian army in 1827, but quitted the ser- 
vice in 1832.He was appointed High Ad- 
miral of the North German Navy in °67. 
He bas since held many high and im- 
portant commissions under the German 
Government. The Prince was an ac 

complished scholar. He obtained con- 
siderable repute asa literateur, being 
th® author of “Aus Meinen Reisctaege- 
busche,” published at Berlin in 1842, 
and “Denkschrift uber die Bildung, 
einer Deutschen Flotte,” published in 
1848, besides other works. He con. 
tracted a morganatic marriage on the 
20:h of April, the year 1850, with 
Therese de Barnim, by whom he had 
two children—a son and a daughter.
